In accordance with the instructions conveyed in your letter No. 44Cir. 
May 1887, I have the honour to submit my Aunual Report on the admi 
District Road Cess Committee of this district, for the cess year ending 
1887, together with the detailed accounts of receipts and expenditure, 

2. Working of the Committee.—During the balf-year under report there were eight 
meetings of which three were special and five ordinary, Six of these meetings were presided 
over by the Chairman and two by the Vice-Chairman. The average attendance of the 
members was not good, being 4°62 against 4°16 of the corresponding period of the preceding 
year. It will be observed that the attendance of the mofussil members was, as heretofore, 
not satisfactory. ‘The mofussil members were conspicuous by their absence, and with the 
exception.of Mabu Durga Des Bagchi, did not attend a single meeting.

(3). No: 14, Ghorayhat to Hilli Road—It is a feeder road from Hilli on the 
Northern Bengal State Railway to Ghoraghat, and is the most important in 

int of cost. A complete survey for the road was undertaken in December 

That, and completed at the close of the half-year. The estimate is in course of 

preparation, and will be submitted for approval as soon as it is ready, Tt was 
intended to manufacrnre bricks departmentally under the Buli’s kiln system, 
and accordingly arrangement was made for the purpose, but the work could 
not be carried out for wantof workmen. The work will be undertaken during 
s the next cold weather season. A contribution of Rs, 8,000 was promised by 
the late District Road Ccss Committee of Rungpore for the construction of 

this road, as a portion of it lies in that district. 

(4). No 15, Mohadebpore to Sultanpore road,—The work, as noticed in my report for 
the previous year, is under progress, and, I hope, will be completed during 
the current year, 

7. Repairs —All the roads borne in our list have been maintained and repaired as far 
as our limited funds permitted, The works undertakov during the year chiefly cuvsisted of 
surface repairs, filling in gaps, &. A good deal of filling in of ruts caused by cart traffic 
had to be done, and the bridges were taken care of, 

8. An unusually heavy rain last year, causing damages to several roads and bridges, 
supplementary estimates were submitted by the | /istrict Engineer for their repairs, and they 
were duly sanctioned by the Committee. The necessary repairs to these flood damages 
were executed during the half-year under report. 

9. It is to be observed that, with a large mileage aggregating about 1,200 miles, and 
the comparatively small funds at our disposal, it is impossible to keep every road in fair 
order. 

. 10, At their final meeting the Committee passed the two following resolutions for the 

. ‘guidance of the Distriet Board about to succeed them :— 


(4). “As this is the last meeting of the District Road Cess Commit the Com- 
mittee wish to place on record their conviction that the bet pi

On the of'ier 
hand, the uumbor of dud im the district is so great that it wili-be » work of years to replace 
all the present temporary bridges by permapent ones, and no doubt while the district isin ” 
atransition state hetween eepareriiy and permanently bridged roads, cases of incon- 
venience will be felt and compluints will probably be made, At the same time, I am con- 
vineed that the Committee have m the resolution quoted above, indicated the proper policy 
to.pursue. It may not be practicable to abstain from renewing every bamboo bridge, but 
the requirements of each case should be separately considered, and if the gap can be left 
open without much inconvenience to the pubhie, it should be left 0 until funds permit of 
the erection of a permanent bridge. 

12, During the rains there is not much cart traffic, and it may often be possible to 
provide a boat to ferry peuple and even carts acrons the gaps, and during the cold and ary 
seasin the gaps will be fordable, and by sloping down the aporoaches can be passed by cart 
and carriege traffic withoat much difficulty. When the drainage permits of the use of 
pipe culverts. the gaps can be filled in altogether, In some places it may be possible to 
make Irish bridges or causeways, and the District Engineer has been asked to report on 
thie suggestion, 

13, By proceeding in this way the Board will have every year more money saved 
from repairs and temporary constructions to apply to the erection of permanent bridges, and 
iv course of time, if this policy is patiently pursued, will succeed in effecting the desired 
improvement in their communication. Cousidering the benefit of the railway to the district, 
and how much of it wil] be lost until feeder roads in all directions are properly raised and 
bridged, and produce can be brought safely and expediously to the different railway 
from the interior, it is to be hoped that Government may sce their way to assist the Board 
with funds to make such improvements, and considering the value of the traffic to the 
railway, the question of giving some help to the Board is, I submit, well worth consideration. 

14, Difficulty is still felt in gettting labourers and piece-workers. ‘The local labourers 
being mostly of agricultuyal ciass, arc always reluctant to do road works, especially during 
sowing aud reapiug seasons. ‘The few labourers who come from Behar and other up-country 
districts are the only people to be vad for such works. In some cases the works have been 
executed by contract, aud the sums advanced to contractors have been adjusted with a few 
exceptions, 

No Village roads —'The allotment under this head could not be fully utilized. Out of 
Rs. 4,000, only Rs. 86 were spent during the year, Applications for village roads were 
received in some cases they were attended to. In one case a small contribution was 
received villagers for the construction of road to their village from » main line. 
‘These works were generally executed by the District Staff. Under the orders of the Com. 
mittee, a list of village roads has been prepared, and allotments were made to as many as 
funds permitted for use during the current year. A sum of Re, 3,670 was allotted among 
18 roads, 

16. Removal of obstruction to drainage —Rupees 500 were budgetted for under this 
head, but the allotment could not be worked up to. x 

17, Arboriculture —No new wees were planted during the year under report, but those 
planted before were properly maintained, aud in maay cases fenced in with bamboo enclosures. 
Rupees 142-6 were spent on account of charges of establishment entertained, as well as other 
misce Janeous expenditure incurred for maintenance of the trees. 

18, The system of planting trees on contract, noticed in the report of the last year, 
did not prove jecess as expected. Some other measures will have to be adopted. 

19. ‘The district works were inspected by Mr. T, Beatty, the Divisional Superinten- 
dent of District Works, during.the months of January, February and March 1887. He 
also inspected the offige of the District Engineer. 

20, Establishment.—Toere was formerly one Accountant in charge of the accounts of 
the Committee's office, and of the District Bugineer’s ; but as this system was fousd objec- 
tonable by the Examiner of Local Accounts, the offices have been separated. This 
separation has worked well. 

21. Thete was no change in the Subprdinate Engineering staff, which consists of , 
one Overseer aud six Sub.Overseers. 

22, The establishment attached toithe Chairman’s office consists of one Accountant 
and a peon. Kumar Girindra Narain Deb, Officiating Joint-Magistrate, having been 
transfepred in the latter part of December last, the office of Vice-Chairman was held by 
Mr. H. Thompson to the end of the year, 

23, The office ishment has worked well, and the Officiating Head Clerk and 
Shee yan Jadu Nath Nyndi is a hard-working and pains-taking officer.

‘increased owing to the improved condition of the district roads, ‘The cess collection during 
the haif-vear was Rs 20,202 against the gross half-yearly demand of Ks, 21,765, or 93-3 
per cent.

4, Under the head of “ Original Works” nothing was done that deserves particular 
comment, At the end of March the Committee received the contribution of Rs. 3,500 from 
Government for the construction of the Panchbivi-Kamdya Feeder road. ‘The work was 
promptly taken in hand, and the road is under construction. 

5. All the roads in the district received attention, and in order to keep them open for 
traffic throughout the year, necessary repairs were made. The roads were in general, in

In accordance with the instructions conveyed in your letter No. 4, Cir., dated 2nd 
ultimo, I have the honour to submit herewith in duplicate a detailed account of receipts 
and expenditure of the Rungpur District Road Fund for the six months from Ist October 
1886 to Slst March 1887, together with the following brief report on the works of local 
improvement that were undertaken during that period 
2. Audit of Accounts.—The half-yearly accounts now submitted have not been audited 
by the standing Sub-Committee of audit as the latter body ceased to exist from the Ist 
April last, consequent on the introduction of the Local Self Government Scheme on that 
date, but up to that date, however, the Sub-Committee of audit held monthly meetings to 
audit the accounts previows to their submission to the Accountant-General in accordance 
with the standing orders of Government, and the result of their audit was satisfactory. 

8. Assessment and Coliections.—The current demand for the six months on account of. 
the cess on lands was Rs. 65,106 and the arrear demand from last year Rs. 6,731, making 
a gross demand of Rs, 71,887 for realization, A som of Rs, 53,179 was realized during 
the half-year leaving a balance of Rs. 18,658 uncollected at tte end of the half-year. , 
A detailed report on this head has already been submitted by me, 

4. Working of the Cess Act.—The people seem now to have become quite reconciled * 
to the levy of the cess, and the majority of them appear to appreciate the benefit it confers 
by the improvement of district and village commauicativus. 

5. Working of the District and Branch Committees— During the balf-yoar under report, 
five meetings were hold by the Sudder Committee, at each of which there was an quorum. 
‘The members evinced great interest in all matters brought before them for discussion. 
‘There are three brarich Committees, one at Gyebanda, one at Kurigram and the other at 
Hi. Copies of the proceedings of each o£ the three Branch Committees were 
focevea the District or Sudder Committee.

examined by a Local Auditor in June last, and the resust as reported Jast year was satisfac- 
tory. The accounts for the half-year now submitted have not as yet been professionally 
examined, but they are believed to in fair order. 

8. How the different establishments worked during the year.—As 1 have only lately 
joined the district I am not in a position to give my opinion on thix head. From the 
annual report of the cess year 188)-86, so recently submitted by my pred or, it will be 
seen that the different eatablishments employed in the collection of the cess, in the adminis. 
tration of the funds, and in the execution of works have worked satisfactorily. 

9, Original Works.—A sum of Rs. 15,936 was spent on original works, chiefly in 
the construction of masonry bridg:s and culverts on the most important lines of district 
communications, 






























. 95 was spent on repairs: this sum has sufficed to 
maintain the district thoroughfares in fair order. 

ll. Village roads.—A sum of Rs 6000 was allotted for the construction and improve- 
ment of village roads, of which only Ks, 2,668 have been expended during the six months. 
Some moncy hus been advanced to certain respectable gentlemen and to members of the 
Road Cess Committee for the improvement of village roads, but their accounts have not as 
yet been received in this office, Several numerously signed applicatio ¢ been received 
for the repair of old village roads and the construction of new ones. The funds at 
disposal of the Committee are limited, and are quite insufficient to satisfy the wants of the 
people in this direction, There are many excellent village roads in this district which have 
never been properly surveyed. Several uow fallen into disrepair could be brought into good 
working order at a small cost. It was proposed to the Committee that a survey should be 
held of these village roads with this object. This subject will be brought to the early notice 
of the District Board. 

12. Arboriculture—A sum of Rs. 526 was spent during the six months under report 
for the maintenance of trees planted in previous years on the important district roads. 
‘The trees are thriving aud are regularly watered, protected, and carefully looked after by the 
subordinates in charge.

5. The planter members, as heretofore, have rendered every possiiile assistance to the 
Committee in carrying out the expenditure of grants made to thera for repairs to roads in 
the neighbourhood of their gardens, 

6. With the exception of the addition of the road from Badamtom to Barnesbeg, 
there has been no alteration in the list of district roads mentioned in the last report. 

7. The work of construction of the two suspensivn bridges over the Little Rangit and 
Kohel rivers at Poolbazar and Kokel has been started, and the masonary wor! in a fair way 
of progress, ‘The completion of the bridges is awaiting the receipt of the iron work ordered 
from Glasgow, which as has been communicated by the Ageuts of Messrs. A. J. Main avd 
Company, has since arrived in Calcutta, and arrangements are being made for bringing up 
the materials to the sites of the bridges in quesuon.
